PLEASANT ENOUGH WHEN PEOPLE 
BEHAVE IN FAMILY FASHION.

A hotel, filled with sum m er g uests, is a 
g reat com m unity, and can only bo pleasant 
as its people behave in fam ily fq ^hion. 
There is no need of m utual acq uaintance. 
B ut every one should reg ard himself or her­ 
self as in a fam ily to the extent of doing 
nothing which can in any w ay disturb ap* 
other. 
Men and » women who, in visiting a t a pri­ 
vate house, 
would never dream of loud 
shouting and laug hing a t late hours of the 
nig ht, should not forg et th a t such noise is as 
g re at a violation of propriety in a hotel as 
in a private city or country residence. 
No 
one but a boor would stam p about the floor 
of a room in the nig ht o r the early m orning , 
in the house of a friend, but thousands of 
m en shake the floors of hotels in this way, 
utterly reg ardless of visitors under and 
around them. 
M others g enerally know enoug h to win 
adm iration for their children in private 
circles; but few m others know th a t their 
children are called nuisances and them ­ 
selves reg arded and spoken of as ig norant 
and uncivilized when in hotels they perm it 
their ram p ant offspring to play in the halls 
and corridors while other persons desire to 
sleep. 
There is no more charm ing picture 
in sum m er travel than th a t of a fam ily of 
children conducted by a m other who knows 
how to travel w ith them and how to rest 
with them in hotels. Such children look w ith 
w onderm ent on the barbarian behavior of 
children of the other kind. 
I saw the other 
day, in a parlor-car, a little boy and g irl, 
plainly and com fortably dressed for travel, 
q uiet and g entle in their ways, who afforded 
a m arvelous contrast to another boy and 
g irl on ,the opposite side of 
the carriag e. 
There was not a passeng er in the car who 
failed to be annoyed by the latter 
pair, 
whose father and m other 
appeared 
to 
im ag ine tu a t all were adm iring them. 
The 
wide open eyes of the civilized children now 
and then attested their astonishm ent at the 
existence of such creatures as the two un­ 
civilized monkeys. 
On tho j iazza of one of the larg e northern 
hotels a few days ag o, a g entlem an was 
com plaining in a loud voice of the noise 
made by tho arriving and departing ra il­ 
way trains which kept him aw ake in the 
nig ht. 
Ho was q uite rig ht. 
There is no 
more widespread nuisance than the eng ine 
whistle, which m urders sleep and doubtless 
kills hundreds of feeble and sick persons e v ­ 
ery year. 
Railroads make 
ten tim es as 
much noi-o everyw here as is necessary to 
their operation. 
But this same g entlem an 
had a room adjoining mine in tho hotel and 
m a le a noise w ith his boot3 and his trunk 
and his bathing processes a t about 11 o’clock 
a t nig ht and 7 o’clock in tho m orning which, 
in three or 
four adjoining rooms, was 
very much louder than the railw ay w hist­ 
ling . 
He kept a t least six persons aw ake 
when they had rig ht to a q uiet time. 
The other day wo found a rare exam ple 
of m odern hum anity, 
a person who had 
evidently never bafore been in a hotel, and 
was au utter straug er to hotel life and 
m anners aud customs, 
A lady of our p arty 
was leaving her room when, from a room 
near by, she saw coming out a neat, n?c > 
old lady, dressed in antiq uated and, there­ 
fore, modern style. 
It was after T o’clock 
in the evening . 
‘‘Have they set the feable yet!” said the 
old ia iy in a thin little voice, addressing 
the young er lady. 
“W hat do you mean? 
Is it the supper 
table you are asking about?” 
“Yes, I thoug ht it was time they had tho 
table set for I am real suppory.” 
“Oh, yes supper has been ready more than 
an hour.” 
“Well, they hain’t called me.” 
“No, they don’t call us to supper. 
They 
have it ready a t G o'clock, and leave us to 
come when we please. 
Do you know the 
way to the supper-room ?” 
“No, I am sure I don’t 
I never was here 
before.” 
The more experienced traveler kindly led 
the o il lady down stairs and showed her the 
door of the larg e dining -room , 
where she 
was doubtless cared for. 
She m et her ag ain 
a half hour later w andering in tha h all 
“ Will you come out on the piazza and sit 
awhile?” 
“Come on the what?” 
“Come out on the stoop?” 
“No, I g uess no t 
It’s tim e to g o to bed. 
1*11 g o to bed; but I don’t know where my 
room is.” 
••What’s the num ber of your room f’ 
“The num ber of m y room !” 
“Yes, the num ber of the room they g ave 
you.” 
“Do they put num bers on their rooms? 
I 
never heard of such a thing .” 
“Bet me see your key . 
The num ber is on 
the key.” 
“The key of my bed-roomi" 
“Ye» ; didn’t you lock your room when 
you came down?” 
“Lock my bad-room! 
1 never locked my 
bed room in all my life.” 
“Well, I think 1 know the door you came 
out from. 
I will show you your room .” 
So the old lady was led up to her room, 
and as she went in said, “1 supposo they’ll 
it 
* 
call me. 
“Are you g oing aw ay in the m orning ?” 
“ Yes, I’m g oing a t 4 o’clock." 
“Did you tail them?” 
“Tell them? 
No; I should think they’d 
know I was g oing home in the train.” 
“If you w ant them to call yon, you m ust 
leave word a t tile office.” 
“ What office? the poitoffloet” 
“No. the hotel office.” 
“W here’s the hotel office? 
Do they have 
an offbef” 
Tins u a verbatim report of parts of the 
conversation, which abounded in evidences 
that this was the first experience of hotel 
life which the old Lady had ever had.

She made no no ise. She 
behaved as q uietly in a hotel as in her own 
house. 
And in 
the mo at remo te and retired 
oarts o t tha country there are men and 
woman, 
tho ro ugh g entlem en and ladies, 
whose civilization mi vastly 
higher 
an 1 
purer than that of tho nsan is who throng 
uur great summer hotels. 
Theee gentiemea 
and ladies, when they 
co me into contact 
with tboir fello*’*, in cuMic rep o rt, are 


very sura not to m ake their presence annoy­ 
ing to others b y any noise, or by claim ing 
precedence in the attention of landlord or 
servant. 
A rtificial society is not always 
civilization. 
Tho hig hest civilization the world 
has 
known, m easured by the true m eaning of 
that m uch misused word, civilization, has 
not been in cities or in courts.

At a meeting of the Chicago bar to 
make arrangements for the funeral ser­ 
vices of the late Emery Storrs there were 
present over two hundred lawyers, includ* 
ing leading members. 
A memorial was 
adopted, and eulogistic remarks made by 
the several distinguished lawyers. 
W e 
collate from the Chicago papers: 
“ Judge 
Trumbull 
paid 
a high tribute to Mr. 
Storrs’ ability as an advocate and ready 
debater, and to his captivating powers as 
a conversationalist. 
Judge Moran said there was one point 
of Mr. Storrs* character that he wished 
specially to emphasize, and that was the 
manly way in which he would stand for 
his client’s cause against public imlignu 
tion and clamor. 
In the present day, 
when the press was §e inn tenced, this 
point could not be tuo strongly empha­ 
sized. 
He was the enemy o f all hy po c­ 
risy and sham, and punctured them with 
an ability which all reco g nized. 
He was 
fearless in the espo usal o f man’s cause 
ag ainst o blo quy from the public o r the 
pfess. 
He died In harness illustrating 
co nspicuo usly this v ary phase 
of his char­ 
acter. 
Co l. Van Arman after po inting o ut the 
depth and so lidity as well as the brilliancy 
o f Mr. Sto rrs, said he was the mo st intel­ 
lectual man he had ev er met in hit life. 
Co t. Tho mas Sfctrley and Tho ms* Dfeo t 


nex t spo ke briefly 011 the remarkable 
g ifts of the deceased jurist. 
R. S. Tuthill referred touchingly to Mr. 
Storrs’ interest in young men and ldscon-

There was no dickering about liim and 
he was at once a brilliant orator, a great 
lawyer and a unpretentious man.

After a lengthy critical estimate from 
O. McDald, Mr. Luther Laflin Mills deliv­ 
ered an eloquent panegyric of Mr. Storrs’ 
life and work. 
He referred in detail to 
all the conspicuous qualities iu his char­ 
acter as a lawyer and a politician, and 
eulogized the thorough candor, frankness, 
generosity and goodness of his nature. 
C. H. Morse spoke at length in the 
same strain and W . S. Elliott, Jr., a form­ 
er business partner of the deceased, bore 
testimony in touching terms to the ability 
and personal worth of Mr. Storrs. 
On the motion of Judge Moran a com­ 
mittee was appointed to have the memor­ 
ial engrossed and sent to the various 
courts in the city, county, and State.

Morgan of South Dixon) and Mrs. Nettie 
Johnson for cruelty to her own little 
daughter, at Franklin Grove.

Ju ry before adjourning passed the fol 
lowing resolutions: 
He so l red that a vote of thanks of this 
Grand Ju ry be tendered to W in. H. Tib- 
balls, our foreman, for the able and cour­ 
teous manner in which he has presided 
over this Grand Jury. 
lieso lred that a vote of thanks of this 
Grand Ju ry be tendered to L. W . Mitch­ 
ell, our clerk, for the able and efficient 
manner iu which he has performod the 
duties as such clerk. 
The suit of Mrs. Rossiter versus Fletch­ 
er Bros., city of Dixon et. als. was the 
first jury trial this term. 
The case had 
been tried at a previous term and a new' 
trial granted. 
The jury returned a ver­ 
dict, this morning, of Not Guilty. 
The 
suit, it will be remembered, was one for 
damages for loss of life, Mr. Rossiter 
having fallen down the steps at Fletcher’s 
planing mill, and received injuries which 
caused his death. 
The matter of Mooney vs. Gillett was 
called, but the defense made no case; and 
after the usual formalities the jury rend­ 
ered a verdict in favor of the plaintiff for
